FOUNDATION FORMED

OTTAWA Ang. 19.—For the purpose of 
carrying on dental research throughout 
Canada and as a permanent memorial to 
dentistry’s part in the war the Camadian 
Dental Research Foundation was organ- 
ized and incorporated officially at a meet- 
ing held here today. The foundation is a 
child of the Canadian Dental assaviation 
which has been astrivimg to this end for 
four years.

Before the sentence was finished the tool 
had slipped from the band of my assistant 
and, striking upon some bar iron, flew 
into pieces as if it had been glass instead 
of ateel 

This reads like a bit out of “Alice in 
Wonderland,’ ’but is sober fact, and was 
told by an American formefiy engaged in 
various enterprises at Dawson in the Yu- 
kon teritory, says a writer in the New 
tdi ke and Herald. 

t 1s interesting to learn what happen: 
at 60 degrees below zero, a keniperarace 
hot uncommon in the Yukon. For exam- 
ple, the gentleman mentioned tells of one 
stretch @ such cold in Jaruary, a spell 
that endured two weeks The tem pera- 
ture ranged from 44 degrees telow zero 
(the warmest) down to 60 degrees below 
Some of the outlying Yukon police sta- 
tlons reported 80 degrees below, These 
cold waves alternate with warmer waves 
of 10 degrees below. \ 

At such temperatures as these strange 
manifestations appear. One is the way a 
firé burns in the stove. It roare and 
crackles like a great forge, aud wood in 
the stove seems to dissolve in the flames 
like a chunk of ice; the wood is gone and 
ie wonders where the heat went.

throws out a great white cloud of smoke 
and vapor, resembling a steamboat in its 
whiteness, and this cloud «streams away 
for from fifty to a hundred feet, mingling 
with the other white-gray mist or haze

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Confirmation of the oil strike at 
Norman on the Mackenzie is im- 
portant to Edmonton, to Canada 
and to the world. It is true that 
the well is not a gusher, but it 
is a producing well, of high grade 
oil. It is in a formation recogniz- 
ed as oil bearing that extends over 
a vast area. The well below Nor- 
man demonstrates that what was 
‘‘possibly’’ oil producing terri- 
tory is ‘‘actually’’ oil producing 
territory. Although the proper 
formation to produce oil, it might 
have been so poor in oil as to be 
valueless, A ten barrel well of 
high grade oil at a depth of 420 
feet clears away any question of 
non-productiveness regarding the 
formation in which the oil was 
found. The Devonian formation, 
which has oil bearing possibilities, 
extends all the way from Lake 
Athabasea to and beyond the 
Arctie Cirele on one or both sides 
of the Athabasca-Mackenzie water 
way. It is probable that there is 
no other such area. of oil bearing 
territory in the world, 

It is not to be expected that oil 
will be found in paying quantities 
at every point throughout this 
area where a well may be drilled. 
But it is now certain that oil in 
paying quantities does exist at 
one point. And if at one point it 
may very well be found at others, 
where or at how many points only 
actual drilling can determine. 

Norman is about 1100 miles 
from Edmonton. By the rail and 
water route at present in use it 
is 1400 miles. No matter how rich 
the strike of oil, it cannot be 


south. Oil and gasoline are trans- 
ported all over the world by steam- 
er and rail. It is over 1200 miles 
from Edmonton to Fort William. 
But wheat is hauled over the route 
one way and oil and gasoline the 
other, Distance is against Cana- 
dian wheat reaching the world’s 
markets, But when the world 
is hungry it will pay the freight. 
If the world need for oil and gaso- 
line is half as great as the pub- 
lished reports say it is, that need 
will get the product of the Great 
Slave Lake and Mackenzie River 
oi! fields to market in due course.

That 
can only be demonstrated by the 
explorer, the prospector and the 
driller; with enterprise and capi- 
tal behind the drill.

If Warsaw falls and Poland is 
overwhelmed the war will have to 
be fought over again if democracy 
is to be preserved. With Bolshevist 
Russia in alliance with Imperialist 
Germany, as it may be within a 
week or a month, western civiliza- 
tion, which is democracy, would 
be in greater danger than it was 
in 1914. A day or two ago the 
armies of Lenine and Trotsky had 
driven the Poles almost to the gates 
of Warsaw.

While Poland 
is being slaughtered the govern- 
ment of Britain is hard at work 
negotiating a trade treaty with 
Bolshevist Russia. i Sipe ne the 
sacrifice of Poland is the real price 
Britain is called upon to pay for 
the concessions to be made by 
Russia to British capital and 
British trade. 


What is Canada’s interest in the 
Polish situation? Canada fought 
{to make the world safe for demo- 
cracy. Canada has a right to look 
to the senior partner in the British 
confederacy to see that the sacri- 
fices made by Canada are not in 
vain. The war was fought by 
Canada without selfish interest of 
any kind. She expected neither 
profit nor prestige. All she fought 
for was the assurance of liberty.

Here, too, there was less rain 
and the hot sunshine and dry winds 
were more felt than was the case 
further west, where the intermittent 
rainfalls alternating with bright sun- 
Neht have resulted in a bumper crop, 
estimated at from 20 or 25 to 45 or 50 
bushels an acre, br an average of be- 
tween 40 and 45 bushels. 

Consort is 32 miles east of Corona- 
tion and in this district the yield is 
expeated to be from 25 to 30 bushels. 

In the Monttor district the crop 
seems a little higher and here the es- 
timate is set down at about 23 bush- 
els to the acre. 

Kerrobert is 40 miles east of the 
boundary line and in the extensive dis- 
trict served by this important and 
thriving town the crop is expected to 
pan out at from 15 to 30 bushels or 
an average of close on 25 bushels.

You know I have 
had something to do with the running 
of a couple of little republics, Facta 
are that I wrote Halti'’s constitution 
myself, and I do oay it, I think it a 
pretty good constitution.”

KAMLOOPS, B.O., Aug. 19.—A 
relief train bringing injured and 
refugees from a great forest firc 
along the North Thompson river 
has arrived here, The fire is sup- 
Posed to have started on August 
1 from lightning and was fanned 
into a great Mame by a wind 
early this week. 


First news of the seriousness of the 
fire came when an eastbound freight 
train on the Canadian National Rail- 
way ran into a sea of flame about ten 
miles from Avola station. They res- 
cued severul men and a number of 
horses and then beat a hasty retreat 
down the raibway ine. The train re- 
mained on McMurphy siding until 
daylight, when the engine was sent 
forward again. 

D, Curry, Kamloops, and another 
man were found badly burned. Curry 
may not recover. Ten other persons 
saved their lives only by wading into

necks and waiting until the flames 
and heat subsided.

189,165 cara of grain, of which 93,009 
cars were wheat. The average rate 
on grain from poivts in the prairie 
provinces being 25c per 100 Ybs., the 
earnings from this source alone had 
amounted to something more than 
$26,000,000. 
| Operating expenees of the trains 
which carried thie wheat, Mr. Moule 
agreed, would be- about $8.000,000, 
leaving a margin of $17,000,000. Wit- 
ness pointed out, however, that 70 
allowance had been made for the coat 
ef the back-~haul of empty cars to the 
Prairie provinces, 

Quoting from the government crop 
lestimates, Mr, Symington stated that 
the present crop is likely to exceed 
fast year’s grain production by 185,- 
000,000 bushels. Should a 40 per 
cent. increase in rates be allowed, this 
would mean additional earnings for 
jall the railways of $18,726,000 and a 
“margin” of $12,800,000 over the train
